We have reached this era of motor- 
ization, of individual transportation 
and the race since dawn of history 
has striven for the higher, the more 
noble, has ridden the ascending wave 
to that level when man and individual 
has to himself all that man or the race 
has created or desired. 

This introduction explains why the 
automobile is here to.stay. Let us 
see now why those who control money 
should endeavor to make its stay 
easier, and the path smoother for 
travel of those responsible to the in- 
dustry.

this much more invested throughout 
the country in establishments , distri- 
buting automobiles. The manufac- 
turers employ 300,000 men, the deal- 
ers and manufacturers of parts and 
the kindred lines in the industry prob- 
ably will run this number up to 1,000,- 
000. Approximately five persons are 
dependent in the United States upon 
each worker, hence the automotive 
industry furnishes a livelihood to 
about 5,000,000 persons.: The parts, 
tire and accessory business in 1919 
amounted to $3,166,834,594,000. 

But there is a peculiar reason for 
extending the automobile in 1920. 

Our railroad systems are notorious- 
ly, trggically inadequate to provide 
even a minimum of transportation. 
Our street railways can say little 
more for themselves.

NINTH SEMI-MONTHLY

M.D. OF PINE LAKE 


The Council of the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Pine Lake met at the Muni- 
cipal office, Smith & Gaetz block, on 
Tuesday afternoon. There were pre- 
sent Reeve Fiske, in the chair; Coun- 
cillors.

It was decided to print the list of 
lands for sale for arrears of taxes in 
pamphlet form, as the list was so ex- 
tensive that it could not be conven- 
jlently advertised in a newspaper.

Mr. Walde was given permission to 
spend a little money in fixing up the 
Exhibition Park road bridge and open 
the road, as the A.C.R. hill road had 
been closed by the city.

The old 
question of connecting up the A.C.R. 
road with the main roads on the hill 
was again discussed. Mr. Walde want- 
ed something done in this respect, but 
Councillor McKinnon was not disposed 
at first to move at present so long as 
they had access to the road over pri- 
vate property. Mr. Walde was afraid 
that the bridges would get so bad that 
the city would not re-open the road.

Stockers* are 
selling a quarter higher, from $6.00 
to $7.25; feeders, $7.25 to $8.00. Stock-

Receipts moderate, and 
quality of cattle improving. 

Beef prices at Edmonton yards are 
also advanced, with an increase on 
the good quality stuff of abut half 
a dollar, though the quality of the 
beef has not been good enough to 
warrant top prices on steers.

the four officers and crew of 26 men 
of the submarine S-5 after they had 
spent nearly two days locked in the 
disabled vessel beneath the Atlantic 
Ocean 55 miles south of Cape Hen- 
lopen. It was after 3 o’clock this 
morning when Lieutenant Command- 
er C. M. Cooke, who exercised his 
prerogative of being the Yast man to 
leave his vessel, was taken aboard 
the steamship Alanthus. 


RESCUED IN NINE HOURS 


Nine hours had elapsed since the 
plight of the undersea boat had been 
made public through a wireless call 
picked up by an amateur operator in 
Farmington, Connecticut. It’ was a 
small buoy, a development of the 
great war, together with the vigilant 
eye of a lookout on the bridge of the 
transport General Goethals, that gave 
the 30 men on the submerged submar- 
ine S-5 their chance for life. This 
small buoy with a bell and buzzer de- 
vice that can be operated when the 
boat Is submerged, is part of the 
equipment pf all submarines. It was 


cast loose when the sub went down. | 


The lookout on the General Goethals 
saw it, being attracted by its bell, as 
well as the fact that it was not noted 
on the chart. 

A small boat with an-officer in com- 
mand was lowered from the transport 
to investigate. When the buoy was 
reached the buzzer device could’ be 
heard. The officer cut into the con- 
nection and quickly there came _ this 
message: “The submarine S-5 has 
been submerged for 35 hours, Air is 
running short. Machinery is damag- 
ed. -Send for help.” 


HELD SUB UP 


This plea was sent broadcast by 
the wireless of the General Goethals. 
Among those who responded was the 
steamer Alanthus, which with the 
army transport stood by the sub- 
merged vessel and managed to attach 
grappling hooks to its stern. Hold- 
ing the submarine in a vertical con- 
dition, a hole was bored through her 
plates and air pumped through to 
the suffering crew who had almost 
given up all hope of rescue. 

In the meantime the call for help 
had been picked up by the navy -vire- 
less stations, and by command of 
Secretary Daniels destroyers were

SATISFACTORY GAS 
TESTS MADE AT 
PONOKA ASYLUAA 


The gas flow on the asylum grounds 
at Ponoka, struck by government dril- 
lers about two weeks ago, is now un- 
der test in the power plant of the 
institution, having been connected up 
with the boilers and turned on for 
trial. The test is being made with 
one boiler only, which for two days 
was made to carry the entire load of 
the plant. This was an unusually 
severe strain upon the fuel supply, 
but the gas flow stood it well. 

At present the boiler is carrying 
about two-thirds of the full load and 
the gas is showing from 320 to 340 
pounds pressure. The test is proving 
entirely satisfactory qhus far, the 
flow of gas being steady and abun- 
dant. In order, however, to prove 
definitely, how good the- new gas sup- 
ply really is, the tests will be con- 
tinued as at present, using the one 
boiler. It looks as if the fuel prob- 
lem at the asylum has been solved, 
but the government authorities are 
reserving judgment until the well has 
been fully tried out.

WHEAT BOARD OUT - 
OF EXISTENCE 


Ottawa, Sept. 1—With the going 
out of existence of the wheat control 
board, today, the business of buying 
and selling Canada’s most important 
agricultural product wilk once more 
become the business of private firms 
and individuals. With the passing of 
the board, there will also come to an 
end the fixing of prices for flour and 
wheat and there is considerable anxi- 
ety as to what the immediate effect of 
the restoration of the old order of 
things, with prices based upon mar- 
ket conditions, will be. 

The government’s decision to do 
away with the wheat board which 
handled the 1919 wheat crop on the 
basis of a fixed initial price, plus 
| what the market would bring, has 

been taken in the face of considerable 

objection. Curiously enough much of 
this has come from wheat growers 
who strongly opposed control last 
autumn. The explanation of this 
peculiar situation doubtless lies in 
the fact that wheat control worked 

out much more successfully and real- 
ized for the farmers more for the 
grain than they thought it would, with 
the result that this autumn they have 
in many cases expressed a preference 
for its continuance. 

The attitude of the government is 
that under existing conditions when 
the allied governments are not pur- 
chasing immense quantities jointly, it 
is not advisable that control should be 
maintained. It has been pojnted out, 
‘however, that at the last session cf 
parliament, power was taken to re- 
constitute the wheat board and take 
control of the handling of the 1920 crop 
should it be deemed necessary to do 
so. 3 

An interesting feature of the situ- 
ation in Great Britain is that the 
bread subsidy paid by the government 
has been removed but bread prices 
will not, it is expected, be increased. 
It is predicted that prices obtained for 
wheatinthe British market ‘this yegr 
will be approximately the same as 
were paid for the 1919 crop.

FEDERAL HOUSE 
MAY BE CALLED 
TO SIT JAN, 20 


Ottawa, Sept. 6.—Plans for an earli- 
er opening of the session next year 
are already being seriously discussed 
by the government, it is learned. At 
the present time the hope is being ex- 
pressed that everything will be in 
readiness for the opening of the next 
house by January 20th. This plan, if 
carried out, will effectively dispose of 
any further talk of the house meeting 
for a short time this fall. So far as 
can be learned, such contingency has 
not even been considered by any mem- 
bers of the cabinet. 

It is intimated that the govern- 
ment plans laying out a course for 
the next session which should bring 
it to a close before the second or 
third week in May.

Many a man has been surprised to 
be told that he saws his whiskers off, 
Examination of the edge of a well- 
sharpened razor, under the micros- 
cope, shows not a smooth edge, as 
was once supposed, but a series of 
more of less regular teeth. This con- 
dition cannot be remedied,in any pos- 
sible way. There is a reason. This 
edge {s the junction of two surfaces of 
the razor blade. Now, if these sur- 
faces were smooth, the edge would be 
smooth, also.. This“has been found to 
be the condition of a highly polished 
razor’s edge and surfaces. 

What enormous hills and valleys 
must one then expect to find on the 
of the ordinary polished 
bearings used in machinery and mot- 
ors. Yet these surfaces must slide 
over each other as wheels revolve 
and parts move back and forth. Such 
rough surfaces moving over each 
other must necessarily produce much 
friction. Friction reduces the effi- 
ciency of machines. Hence, friction 
must be overcome as far as possible. 

-Roller and ball bearings overcome 
friction in a great measure. - There 
are many bearings or wearing surfac- 
es where ball or roller bearings can- 
not be used. Oil acts in much the 
sime way as do ball bearings. It 
separates the two sliding 
which then roll over the globules of 
oil with Httle friction. Ball bearings 
will in time wear out, that is, lose 
their efficiency. This is because the 
surfaces of the balls are chipped and 
can no longer roll easily. 

The globules of oijl also become 
“chipped” and break down. 
no longer roll easily. Thus oil wears 
out and must be renewed. Oil that

Oil .manufacturerg’ make various 
grades of oil.. Each has a purpose. 
The best grades of oil are most resis- 
tant to these destructive agents. For 
most uses, a cheap grade of oil costs 
more in the end than a good grade, 
Even the best grade must occasionally 
be replaced in bearings which run in 
oil. Probably the hardest task oil is 
called upon to do is to keep lubricat- 
ed the piston and cylinder walls of an 
engine which are exposed to the in- 
tense heat of the burning gases. For

THE NON-STOP TRACTOR 


Out in Wichita, Kansas, they are 
running a non-stop tractor demonstra- 
tion. At the time of writing, the trac- 
tor had been in continuous operation 
for over 15 days, and was still going 
strong. Drivers are ‘changed at in- 
tervals and fuel and lubricants are 
administered to the iron horse while 
it is in action. :
